TOWN  WARRANT 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Moultonboro,  in  the 
County  of  Carroll,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March,  1934, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Treasurer, 
Tax  Collector,  Clerk,  one  or  more  not  exceeding  three 
Highway  Agents,  two  Auditors,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  one 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  and  such  other 
Officers  and  Agents  as  the  voters  may  deem  necessary . 

2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  repair  Highways  and  Bridges  in 
said  Town,  for  the  support  of  Poor  in  said  Town,  and 
for  the  Public  Library  in  said  Town. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  State  Aid  Construction . 

4.  To  see  what  sum  or  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Fire  Department. 

5.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  approach  to  Long  Is- 
land Bridge  and  repairs  on  Shaker  Jerry  Road . 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  General  High- 
way Expense. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Se- 
lectmen to  allow  a  discount  on  taxes  paid  before  July 
15th.

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $8,000.00  for  payment  on  long  term 
notes . 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  Memorial  Day. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,600.00  for  snow  removal. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  sufficient 
money,  with  the  State  Aid  which  they  can  secure,  to 
complete  the  building  of  the  Neck  Road  as  far  as  the 
turn  to  Long  Island,  one  half  to  be  built  in  1934  and  one 
half  to  be  built  in  1935. — By  Request. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  benefit  of  the  Laconia 
Hospital . 

14.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  legalize 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire . 

15.  To  hear  the  report  of  Officers  and  Agents  and  to 
transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore the  Voters.

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REPORT    OF    SECRETARY    OF    MOULTONBORO 
VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


We  have  had  twelve  meetings  and  one  special  meet- 
ing with  from  eight  to  twenty  men  present. 

We  have  seventeen  men  who  have  paid  their  dues 
in  the  New  Hampshire  Firemen's  Association. 

We  have  had  thirteen  fires,  mostly  chimney,  with 
little  damage.  The  Richardson  School  House  was  a 
total  loss  as  very  few  men  knew  about  it. 

Four  brush  fires.  The  one  on  dump  near  Center 
Harbor,  we  did  not  have  hose  enough  and  used  some 
of  Center  Harbor  hose  with  ours  to  good  advantage. 
At  the  Dearborn  Store  fire  in  Sandwich,  the  Sandwich 
Department  had  2000  feet  of  hose  and  some  of  ours  to 
reach  water. 

We  need  more  hose. 

The  first  building  committee  composed  of  Chief 
Lamprey,  Clyde  Foss  and  Harvey  Moulton,  had  a  con- 
tract with  Pollard  for  $1,338 .  00  to  build  a  building  on 
the  Allen  Dodge  property,  near  the  Church,  which  he 
would  give  the  Town  if  they  would  build  a  fire  house 
on  it. 

A  special  Town  Meeting  was  called  and  voted  -to  build 
the  fire  house  on  land  of  Paul  Blanchard,  donated  for 
that  purpose. 

The  building  committee  composed  of  Chief  Lamprey, 
Clyde  Foss  and  Harold  Frye  erected  a  fine  building  on 
this  lot. 

This  fire  building,  with  an  oil  heater  and  lights,  was 
made  possible  by  the  Town  appropriation  of  $1,000.00. 
A  lot  of  men  gave  work,  several  donated  money  and  we 
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had  a  supper  and  speaking  on  the  opening  night . 

The  following  is  the  chief's  speech : 
Friends : 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  formally  open  this  fire 
house.  Also,  I  feel  honored  to  be  the  first  chief  of 
Moultonboro. 

Our  volunteer  fire  department  is  but  two  years  old, 
yet  much  has  been  accomplished  in  that  time. 

Our  building  is  all  paid  for  even  in  these  days  of 
depression.  And  while  there  are  many  additions  to  be 
made — such  as  an  alarm  system  and  so  forth — more 
hose  is  needed  and  we  need  a  more  up  to  date  pumping 
system.     These  are  the  things  to  which  we  aspire. 

As  you  see,  we  have  a  well  built  house,  heated  to 
keep  our  engine  from  freezing,  and  this  means  better 
service  to  you ;  also  a  room  above  to  hold  our  meetings 
in. 

Now  all  the  foundation,  cement  work  and  grading 
has  been  done  by  some  of  the  firemen,  who  have  given 
generously  of  their  time  and  trucks,  making  it  possible 
for  the  town  to  have  this  building  erected  with  the 
money  given  us.  I  hope  the  townspeople  will  thank 
these  men. 

We  belong  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Firemen's 
Association,  which  protects  our  men  when  injured  on 
fire  duty.  This  means  a  great  deal  to  a  man  who 
volunteers  to  fight  our  fires. 

I   leave   the   thought   with   you   that   when   better 
equipment  is  installed,  safer  are  your  homes. 
Thank  you.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board  and 
Citizens  of  Moultonboro: 

This  report  will  contain  hardly  more  than  the  custo- 
mary honorable  mention  of  the  pupils  who  have  been 
regular  and  punctual  in  attendance. 

Moultonboro  is  fortunate  in  that  it  is  able  to  run  its 
schools  on  a  very  low  tax.  The  school  board  have  han- 
dled the  funds  very  economically.  The  district  has  al- 
ways supported  liberally  any  request  made  of  it  by  the 
school  board. 

The  greatest  problem  is  in  reference  to  the  attend- 
ance at  high  schools  of  the  graduates  from  the  eight 
grade. 

A  town  pays  the  tuition  charges  but  the  transporta- 
tion charges  come  on  the  family.  Many  children,  I  be- 
lieve, are  deprived  of  a  high  school  education  because 
of  the  transportation  cost.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  ad- 
just with  fairness  to  all.  The  only  possible  scheme  that 
occurs  to  me  would  be  to  allow  a  refund  of  perhaps  $1 
per  week  for  the  school  year  to  each  pupil  living 
in  Moultonboro  and  attending  a  .  neighboring  high 
school.  This  would  not  cover  the  cost  but  might  enable 
some  to  attend  who  could  not  otherwise  and  would  be 
fair  to  all. 

With  the  new  attitude  toward  the  employment  of 
young  people,  it  is  more  than  ever  important  that  they 
should  have  opportunity  for  continued  schooling.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORK 


To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  report  upon  the 
progress  made  in  health  in  the  Moultonboro  schools. 
With  the  help  of  the  Moultonboro  Red  Cross,  which 
sponsered  the  work,  a  dental  clinic  was  held  and  fifty- 
one  children  received  much  needed  attention.  This  is 
the  second  dental  clinic  that  we  have  had.  We  must 
follow  up  the  advantage  won  again  this  year.  It  is  not 
possible  to  do  all  the  necessary  work  for  a  child  at  one 
time  when  there  is  a  large  amount  of  work  to  be  done, 
as  there  was  among  children  here.  This  means  that  a 
carefully  planned  dental  program  must  be  carried  on 
for  several  successive  years  to  get  satisfactory  results . 
About  thirty  children  who  need  dental  work  badly  were 
not  done,  because  we  had  no  written  permissions  from 
the  parents.  These  are  necessary  before  any  work  may 
be  done  for  any  child.  Every  one  had  a  chance  to  have 
the  work  done  free  if  they  were  unable  to  pay  the  very 
low  rates  charged.  Many  were  done  in  this  way  who 
would  not  have  been  able  to  afford  this  otherwise. 
We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the  services 
of  a  very  skillful  dentist,  Dr.  Roger  Morrison,  of 
Farmington. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Moultongoro  Grange, 
and  the  Red  Cross,  seven  children  were  fitted  with 
glasses.  This  cleared  up  most  of  the  worst  eye  cases. 
Some  of  these  children  must  go  again  soon  for  a 
checkup  of  the  eyes.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  our 
children  can  study  without  the  handicap  of  not  being 
able  to  see  the  board  or  the  book. 

There  were  about  a  dozen  tonsil  cases  to  receive 
attention  this  year.     We  are  hoping  to  get  some  of

this  work  done  in  the  Spring.  Clinic  rates  may  be  had 
at  the  Laconia  Hospital  and  very  satisfactory  work  is 
being  done  there  when  the  children  are  brought  in 
in  small  groups. 

Through  the  Federal  and  State  Emergency  Relief 
Act,  about  twenty-nine  children  are  being  served  with 
a  half  pint  of  milk  daily  in  school.  Cod  Liver  Oil  is 
also  being  given  to  those  who  need  a  tonic  or  builder 
this  winter.  Nearly  two  dozen  bottles  have  been  given 
out  for  school  children  and  babies.  All  agencies  are 
doing  everything  possible  to  keep  the  health  of  the 
children  as  good  as  possible  during  this  Winter  of 
depression.

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  can  keep  the  advantage 
gained  this  year  in  the  care  of  our  children,  and  at  the 
same  time  make  an  advance  in  getting  more  things 
done  for  them.  We  are  hindered  only  by  lack  of  money 
in  many  cases.  But  when  a  determination  is  made  to 
get  something  done,  a  way  can  nearly  always  be  found.
